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'Financial spiral downward'for rescue squad blamed 
on expensive payroll, lack of board oversight

STANFORD — McKinney 
Rescue Squad drove itself from 
relatively solid financial foot¬ 
ing into the red over the course 
of three years, outspending its 
revenues by tens of thousands 
every year and cashing in its 
savings to stay afloat, accord¬ 
ing to audit findings presented 
Tuesday. 


The ambulance service, 
which stopped daily 911 opera¬ 
tions in May, outspent its rev¬ 
enues by $206,933 from July 1, 
2010 until June 30, 2013, 
according to an audit submitted 
to Lincoln County Judge- 
Executive Jim Adams by 
Certified Public Accountant 
Craig Butler. 

’’Over the past three fiscal 
years ... the organization has 
experienced net losses (excess 


of expenses over revenues and 
support) of $70,402, $77,599, 
and $58,932, respectively,” the 
audit reads. ’’During this period 
of time, the organization was 
forced to liquidate all of its cer¬ 
tificates of deposit in order to 
provide working capital for its 
continued operation. 

”In the spring of 2013, the

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Man accused of 
kidnapping and 
beating girlfriend

STANFORD — A Crab Orchard man has been accused 
of kidnapping his ex-girlfriend, driving her to a remote 
field, beating her and threatening her with a baseball bat 
and a shovel. 

“He tried to kill me,” Juanita Snow, the ex-girlfriend, 
said in an interview with The Interior Journal Friday. “He 
dug a hole to bury me in and everything.” 

Snow’s ex-boyfriend, Jesse James Abee, 25, of 80 
Brock Road in Crab Orchard, faces charges of kidnapping, 
domestic-violence assault, first-degree r 
burglary and third-degree terroristic 
threatening, based on testimony 
offered by Snow. 

According to Snow, Abee stole her ■» 
vehicle from her Crab Orchard resi¬ 
dence on Aug. 30. 

Snow reported the theft to police 
and was told Abee would be charged _ 
with vehicle theft. Abee 

After that, Snow “had some friends pick me up and take 
me to their home, where I fell asleep on the couch,” 
according to a letter from Snow that was given to author¬ 
ities. “The next thing I know, (Abee) showed up and was 
dragging me out of their house by the hair of my head. I 
was screaming and begging and so were my friends and he 
shoved me in the car and started beating me and drove 
away.” 

Snow’s friends called police to report what had hap¬ 
pened.

STANFORD — The 
Stanford Drive-In is making 
one last push for votes as 
time winds down in a com¬ 
petition to win a new digital 
projector. 

Winning one of the last 
four projectors being offered 
by Honda’s ’’Project Drive- 
In” initiative could potential¬ 
ly save the drive-in movie 
theater from closing, since 
digital projectors cost 
$75,000-$80,000, Stanford 
Drive-In owner Denise Pike 
said.

Free speakers 
take to the web 
to debate Syria 


There’s nothing good to 
find in the current standoff 
between the Syrian govern¬ 
ment and the United States 

— people there are dying 
as diplomats ponder, politi¬ 
cians posture and nations 
take strategic sides. 

But consider the value of 
“free press” and “free 
speech” in taking to an 
amazing new level the 
public debate in the United 
States over what to do next 

— a process that in many 
nations surely would have 
been a secretive discussion. 

From town halls of the 
air to halls in real towns, 
from Sunday talk shows on 
TV to curbside talk on 
Main Street, from mobile 
devices to desktop comput¬ 
ers, Americans of all ranks 
and views are engaged in 
what is a historic —- at 
least, by virtue of being 
largely electronic — 
national discussion over 
national priorities and mili¬ 
tary options. 

The discussions were 
prompted by the near-uni¬ 
versal and immediate 
availability of information 
from Syria, including hor¬ 
rifying images of victims 
of gas attacks. President 
Obama’s Tuesday speech 
to the nation brought out 
immediate social media 
commentary from the pow¬ 
erful to the passionate, 
from videos on Vine to 
thoughts on Twitter. 

The blog SocialTimes 
reported this week that the 
key word “Syria” hit a 
peak of about 11,498 
tweets per minute just as 
the speech was wrapping 
up. Some samples: 

• On Fox News’ HOT 
Twitter Box: this from 
“Matt Drudge” (with 
221,000 “followers,” possi¬ 
bly the most well-known 
blogger): “Doesn’t every¬ 
one realize America 
deserves Obama? He IS us. 
He perfectly mirrors our 
confusion and division. In 
the end, it wasn't about 
him.” 

• On MSNBC’s site, this 
tweet from House minority 
leader Nancy Pelosi, D- 
Calif.: “Pres. Obama's 
leadership brought diplo¬ 
matic solutions back to the 
table, shows his willing¬ 
ness to exhaust every rem¬ 
edy before use of force.” 

• Twitter reported that 
the White House turned to 
the Twittersphere to tout 
Obama’s upcoming 
remarks, sending out about 
11:15 a.m. ET: “Tonight at 
9 pm ET, President Obama 
will address the nation on 
#Syria. Tune in here —> 
http://wh.gov/syria , 
pic.twitter.com/wJHvklY 1 
P2.” 

• And, Twitter noted, 
British prime minister 
David Cameron took to 
tweeting recently that 
“I've just spoken to 
@BarackObama again on 
#Syriadevelopments. 

Details at my Liaison 
Committee appearance at 4 
p.m.” 

Where once Twitter’s 
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140-character limit was 
held in low regard among 
those shaping public opin¬ 
ion, it’s now the venue of 
choice for immediate reac¬ 
tion and commentary. Even 
the Pope took to Twitter, 
on Monday, to join in the 
debate over the proper 
response to alleged chemi¬ 
cal-weapon use by the 
Bashar Al-Assad regime: 
“War never again! Never 
again war!” 

Different media were at 
play some 215 years ago 
when sharp political com¬ 
mentary among newspa¬ 
pers in the U.S. over the 
possibility — and, for 
some, the desirability — of 
war with France led to the 
Sedition Act providing for 
the jailing of those openly 
critical of Congress and the 
White House. 

Some 25 people were 
charged under the Act, 
with 11 convictions. But 
the move to suppress free 
speech left a sour public 
taste less than a decade 
after the First Amendment 
and the Bill of Rights were 
enacted — and the law was 
allowed to expire in 1801. 

From draft protests dur¬ 
ing the Civil War to anti¬ 
war demonstrations, pro¬ 
testers took to the streets to 
express contrarian views 
about government policies. 
But today, among the most 
visible protest groups are 
ones like “Anonymous” 
and the “Syrian Electronic 
Army” — a shadowy 
group of pro-Assad gov¬ 
ernment hackers — who 
launch so-called “denial of 
service” cyber-attacks that 
can effectively shut down a 
website for a time, or man¬ 
gle its content. 

Unfettered by and 
unconcerned about govern¬ 
ment control, the e-debate 
in the U.S. over Syria rages 
openly and broadly. 

Citizens are speaking their 
minds to the high and pow¬ 
erful. 

The irony may well have 
escaped him, but even 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin — busy putting down 
freely operating news 
media in own nation — 
took to the Op-Ed print and 
electronic pages of the New 
York Times, on Sept. 12, 
to make his case directly to 
American citizens for a 
non-military response to 
the Syrian civil war. 

This is the power of a 
real “marketplace of ideas,” 
made possible by freedom 
of speech and press. And 
thus far, anyway, no one is 
calling for Sedition Act II.

'Knowledge will forever 
govern ignorance' 

Founding father has words of wisdom for 
Kentucky, which has fallen behind in education

Tuesday of this week was 
Constitution Day. Our 
schools and universities held 
a range of programs and 
activities to commemorate 
the day properly. James 
Madison, “the Father of the 
Constitution,” and the public 
school system in Kentucky 
are closely connected. 
Although Kentucky’s public 
schools still lag behind the 
national averages in various 
educational indicators, we 
are improving. We used to 
say, “Thank goodness for 
Mississippi!” when we saw 
Kentucky listed toward the 
bottom in some category. A 
few years ago we ranked 
dead last in per capita spend¬ 
ing for pupils in our public 
schools, and regrettably little 
has changed in that regard. 
Sometimes we forget that 
before the Civil War 
Kentucky was a national 
leader in education. 

In 1822, William T. Barry, 
Kentucky’s lieutenant gover¬ 
nor, headed a commission to 
establish a public school sys¬ 
tem for the commonwealth. 
Barry wrote to Madison, one 
of the nation’s leading 
authorities on education as 


well as republican govern¬ 
ment, to ask for advice. 
Madison knew that in a 
republic where the people 
rule, the people must be edu¬ 
cated to rule well. According 
to Madison, “a popular gov¬ 
ernment, without popular 
information or the means of 
acquiring it, is but a prologue 
to a farce or a tragedy or, 
perhaps, both.” 

In Madison’s August 4, 
1822 reply to Barry’s inquiry, 
the former president praised 
Kentucky for the state’s 
efforts to create a free public 
school system. “The liberal 
appropriations made by the 
Legislature of Kentucky for a 
general system of Education 
cannot be too much applaud¬ 
ed,” Madison wrote. 
“Knowledge will forever 
govern ignorance: And a 
people who mean to be their 
own Governors, must arm 
themselves with the power 
which knowledge gives.” 

Madison believed that 
“Learned Institutions ought 
to be favorite objects with 
every free people. They 
throw that light over the 
public mind which is the 
best security against crafty & 
dangerous encroachments on 
the public liberty.” 

Madison continued in his 


long letter to offer specific 
advice on the proper curricu¬ 
lum for the schools. 

Madison was “in favour of 
adding to Reading, Writing, 
& Arithmetic, to which the 
instruction of the poor is 
commonly limited, some 
knowledge of Geography; 
such as can easily be con¬ 
veyed by a Globe & Maps, 
and a concise Geographical 
Grammar. And how easily 
& quickly might a general 
idea even, be conveyed of 
the Solar System, by the aid 
of a Planetarium of the 
Cheapest construction. No 
information seems better cal¬ 
culated to expand the mind 
and gratify curiosity than 
what would thus be impart¬ 
ed.” 

“This is especially the 
case,” Madison wrote, “with 
what relates to the Globe we 
inhabit, the Nations among 
which it is divided, and the 
characters and customs 
which distinguish them. An 
acquaintance with foreign 
Countries in this mode, has a 
kindred effect with that of 
seeing them as travelers, 
which never fails, in uncor¬ 
rupted minds, to weaken 
local prejudices, and enlarge 
the sphere of benevolent 
feelings.” 


I especially like what 
Madison had to say about 
books and the study of histo¬ 
ry. “A knowledge of the 
Globe & its various inhabi¬ 
tants,” Madison said, “might 
moreover, create a taste for 
Books of Travels and 
Voyages, out of which might 
grow a general taste for 
History, an inexhaustible 
fund of entertainment & 
instruction. Any reading not 
of a vicious species must be 
a good substitute for the 
amusements too apt to fill up 
the leisure of the laboring 
classes.” Madison’s advice 
still has much to teach us. 

More than anything else, 
though, Madison showed us 
the crucial connection 
between government by the 
people and education of the 
people. “What spectacle can 
be more edifying or more 
seasonable,” Madison wrote, 
“than that of Liberty & 
Learning, each leaning on 
the other for their mutual & 
surest support?” 

Liberty and Learning. We 
still need to heed James 
Madison’s advice today.

The heart reflects 
the true self

It was a beautiful spring 
morning many years ago, 
and I had one thing 
planned for the day. Since 
childhood, I had heard 
many times of the unusual 
beauty of Cumberland 
Falls and the moon bow for 
which the Falls is known. 
That morning, for the first 
time in my life, I was going 
to see the place about 
which I had heard so much. 
Indeed, I was excited. 

As we went over the hill 
and approached the park 
from the south side of 
Cumberland River, the first 
thing I saw was an old 
bridge that spans the river 
a few hundred yards 
upstream from the Falls. 
Resting upon large piers 
that are connected by artis¬ 
tically designed arches, it 
was, to me, a beautiful 
bridge that was constructed 
during the difficult years of 
the Great Depression. But 
after looking at the bridge 
for a moment, I saw some¬ 
thing that, to me, was even 
more spectacular. The 
image of the beautiful 
bridge and the surrounding 
green hills were perfectly 


mirrored in the crystal 
clear water of the river that 
calmly flowed under the 
bridge. 

After finding a good 
place that gave an excel¬ 
lent view of that pictur¬ 
esque scene, I carefully 
focused my camera and 
made a picture of it. 
Through the years, I have 
looked at that old black 
and white picture and the 
reflected image of the 
bridge and recalled that 
experience. Each time I do 
so, I am reminded of some¬ 
thing of real significance. 
For nearly three thousand 
years, it has been consid¬ 
ered proverbial that “As 
water reflects a face, so a 
man’s heart reflects the 
man.” 

Regardless of everything 
else, a person is what a per¬ 
son is. There is no way to 
escape it. One may con¬ 
struct a faqade behind 
which one may attempt to 
hide in order to project an 
unreal image of the self, 
but sooner or later, the real 
self comes through and is 
clearly visible. The heart 
always reflects the true 
self.

resulting in less wait time for 
patients.

A Holter monitor is a bat¬ 
tery-operated portable 
device that measures and 
records your heart’s activity 
(ECG) continuously for 24 
to 48 hours. The test is per¬ 
formed by using electrodes 
that are attached to your 
chest with adhesive and then 
your heart rhythm is saved to 
this portable device. Your 
doctor uses information cap¬ 
tured on the Holter monitor's 
recording device to figure 
out if you have a heart 
rhythm problem. A Holter 


monitor test is usually per¬ 
formed to check your heart 
rhythm when an EKG isn't 
able to give your doctor 
enough information about 
your heart's condition.

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Gilliam said a missing-persons 
report was filed for Snow. 

“When the complaint came out 
that she had been taken, the officers 
had conversations with people who 
were there and with some other 
family members that said that she 
didn’t want to press charges against 
him, that they was trying to get 
back together and things like that,” 
Gilliam said. “So we didn’t know 
for sure if it was an abduction or 
what it was. So initially, the deputy 
opened a case for a missing person 
and had it broadcast state-wide.” 

While police were searching for 
Snow, Snow claims Abee was driv¬ 
ing her into the country and 
assaulting her. 

“He had a baseball bat and a 
shovel in the back. He said he was 
going to kill me,” she said Friday. 
“He continued to beat me in the 
face. I was pouring blood down my 
face and I had a big black eye — I 
couldn’t see out of my eye at all. 

“I was begging him for my life.” 


According to Snow’s letter docu¬ 
menting her side of the story, Abee 
kept her in the rural location for a 
while, beating her and threatening 
to bury her in the ground. 

“He was really drunk,” Snow 
said Friday. “He was really messed 
up on drugs.” 

Snow said after a time, she and 
Abee got back in the vehicle and 
headed back toward Snow’s home. 
Snow took an opportunity when 
Abee put her behind the wheel and 
was out of the vehicle to drive off, 
she said. 

Gilliam said it was only a short 
time after the missing-person 
report for Snow was filed that she 
was found. 

“She was injured, she was hurt, 
but she was safe,” he said. 

Snow was instructed to go to a 
hospital for treatment and then file 
a criminal complaint against Abee. 
Gilliam said because no officer 
witnessed any of the events Snow 
described, police couldn’t move 
forward on the case until a com¬ 
plaint was filed. 

“If he had actually been appre¬ 


hended with her in the vehicle and 
she said that she was being held 
against her will, he would have 
been charged right then, immedi¬ 
ately, because it happened in the 
officer’s presence,” Gilliam 
explained. “It’s probably closer to 
unlawful imprisonment, which is 
still a serious charge, as opposed to 
actual kidnapping. But that’s prob¬ 
ably something for the courts to 
work out.” 

Because it was Labor Day week¬ 
end, Snow was unable to file a 
criminal complaint with County 
Attorney Daryl Day until Tuesday, 
Sept. 3, Gilliam said. 

On Sept. 4, a family-court case 
was opened and a judge issued an 
emergency protective order against 
Abee. 

Abee was also arrested that day 
on apparently unrelated charges of 
public intoxication, fleeing and 
evading police and resisting arrest, 
according to court documents. 

Abee remained in jail on those 
charges, but it took until Sept. 10 
for charges regarding the kidnap¬ 
ping to be brought against Abee. 


That delay was because sheriff’s 
deputies were waiting for a warrant 
to be issued, Gilliam said. 

“We didn’t have a warrant to 
serve,” he explained. “The county 
attorney still had it. That’s pretty 
common, really.” 

A judge signed a warrant for the 
kidnapping charges against Abee 
shortly after 9:30 p.m. Sept. 10, 
Gilliam said. Deputies served the 
warrant on Abee, who was still in 
jail, about an hour later. 

Abee’s case was waived to a 
grand jury on Sept. 12. The next 
Lincoln County grand jury is 
scheduled to be held Sept. 27. 

As of Friday afternoon, Abee 
was being held without bond in the 
Lincoln County Regional Jail. 

Abee faced kidnapping 
charges before 

Court records reveal this isn’t 
the first time Abee has been 
charged with kidnapping or 
unlawful imprisonment. 

Abee was accused in 2008 and 
2009 of committing similar crimes 


against two other women, both ex¬ 
girlfriends like Snow; those previ¬ 
ous kidnapping and unlawful 
imprisonment charges against 
Abee were all eventually dis¬ 
missed. 

In 2008, an ex-girlfriend of 
Abee’s said she was taken hostage 
in his vehicle. In 2009, a woman 
said Abee locked her in a bath¬ 
room and attempted to run her 
over with a car when she wouldn’t 
resume a romantic relationship 
with him. 

Day said he was not familiar 
enough with the old kidnapping 
cases to know why the charges 
against Abee were ultimately dis¬ 
missed. 

Gilliam said he doesn’t know 
the specifics of Abee’s old cases, 
but he noted that in many domes¬ 
tic-violence cases, women choose 
to forgive their attackers and that 
causes the charges to go away. 

“If she walks into court, decides 
she wants to get back with him ... 
they’ll dismiss it,” he said. “You’ll 
be surprised how often this hap¬ 
pens.” 


ATTENDANCE

Last year, the district gave out monthly 
attendance awards for whichever schools had 
the highest attendance percentages at the ele¬ 
mentary, middle and high school levels. 

But district officials said that attendance 
incentive plan did not seem to have a positive 
impact on attendance. In fact, attendance 
dropped off slightly compared to the previous 
year, they said. 

Board members have been discussing ways 
to improve student attendance following a 
report from district administrator Bruce 
Smith that showed Lincoln County students 
amassed a total of 39,708 unexcused 
absences during the last school year. 

Those missed days translated to more than 
250,000 lost instructional hours. They also 
directly impacted certain state funding, cost¬ 
ing the district more than $880,000 in gener¬ 
al fund revenue. 

"This attendance thing is a serious thing," 
board member Denny Hogue said. "I couldn’t 
believe it when I first heard about how much 
it was costing us." 

Board chairman Jim Kelley said the board 
is open to any proposals from school princi¬ 
pals for changes in district policies that could 
improve attendance rates. 

"If (any principals) want to toughen up the 
standards, the board would be happy to pro¬ 
vide the teeth," he said. 

Kelley said many people will look at the 
situation and say that the board is just interest¬ 
ed in the money the district would receive 
from better attendance, but the fact is Lincoln 
County kids need to be in school. 

"If the kid's not there, you can't teach 
them," he said. 

Poor attendance is considered a risk factor 
for failing to graduate or not graduating on 
time by the Kentucky Department of 
Education. 

Superintendent Karen Hatter said the board 
will be able to review and compare nearby 
districts' attendance percentages next month.

FromAI 
as well. 

Without a digital projector, Pike said the 
availability of movies is already being affected 
this season. One movie distribution company 
has begun charging $400 just to deliver movies 
to the Stanford Drive-In, instead of just taking a 
percentage of ticket sales like it used to. 

"At this time in the season, it wouldn't be very 
wise for me to spend $400 to get one movie 
because I might not bring in enough to make 
back that $400," she said. 

Pike said Honda isn't revealing how many 
votes different drive-ins are receiving, so she 
doesn't know what position her theater is in. But 
the five drive-ins that already won projectors got 
their communities heavily involved in voting, 
she said. 

Pike, who has owned the Stanford theater for 
the last three of its 61 seasons in business, said 
she'd like to see the Stanford and Lincoln 
County communities "pull together to support" 
a piece of local history like the drive-in. 

Pike is going on the local radio station, 
spreading the word on Facebook and getting the 
word out however she can to get people to vote. 

If the theater doesn't get enough votes to win 
a projector, Pike said she might consider selling 
advertisements that would play on the drive-in 
screen or accepting donations to help cover the 
cost of a digital projector. 

"I don't know that it would shut me down if I 
don't have (a digital projector)," Pike said, "but 
it's going to create a hardship if we don't get one 
by next season."

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organization was forced to dis¬ 
continue services due to the fact 
that it ran out of funds which it 
needed to operate." 

Butler told McKinney Rescue 
Squad board members Tuesday 
that the organization's "financial 
spiral downward" was likely pre¬ 
cipitated by the untenable 
expense of providing advanced- 
life-support (ALS) coverage. 

Before it shut down, 
McKinney Rescue Squad had 
been operating as a 24/7 ALS 
ambulance service, meaning it 
had always kept paid paramedics 
trained in special medical proce¬ 
dures on the clock. 

"It looks like the demise is due 
to the fact that you guys were 
trying to operate as an ALS serv¬ 
ice and just literally didn't have 
the volume of runs to support 
that," Butler said. "I think you 
already know that." 

Butler said some months, 
McKinney’s payroll costs alone 
outweighed the revenue being 
brought in from ambulance runs. 

McKinney Rescue Squad 
board Chairman James Williams 
said the audit shows McKinney 
Rescue Squad "lost a bunch of 
money," but that it wasn't due to 
any fraud or intentional wrong¬ 
doing on behalf of the board. 

The McKinney board was 
already aware of how much 
money it had lost and why, 
Williams said. 

"When we backed up and 
started looking at it as to why we 
lost (the money), it was basically 
just the fact that we was paying 
people to do things that we 
shouldn't have been doing," he 
said. "We made a mistake when 
we went to an ALS service and it 
just didn't work out. That's basi¬ 
cally what it amounted to." 

Butler told board members 
that going forward, they need to 
be a lot more involved and 
watchful over the organization's 
finances. 

"I don't have a politically cor¬ 
rect way to say it. It was just a 
three-year period of things going 


... downhill and there was really 
no action taken," he said. 

Butler said financial reports 
provided to the board on a regu¬ 
lar basis documented accurately 
how it was cashing out its certi¬ 
fied deposit accounts and still 
losing money, but no action 
appears to have been taken to 
rectify the situation, at least 
according to the minutes from 
board meetings. 

Board members disagreed, 
saying that they discussed the 
organization's financial troubles 
frequently and were aware of 
their shrinking accounts. 

McKinney Rescue Squad 
Office Manager Tina McDonald 
said she watched the board try 
different strategies to increase 
revenue, including creating a 
bariatric unit and increasing runs 
to Somerset. 

"They were aware 
of our finances; they 
saw things coming," 
she said. "The board 
was really trying to 
do a good service for 
the people in this 
area. There was dif¬ 
ferent avenues they 
was trying to take to 
improve our finan¬ 
cial situation." 

Williams said the 
board had already 
realized the financial 
mess it was in and was on the 
cusp of ending ALS coverage in 
order to save itself when the 
shutdown happened on May 17. 

Board members were in the 
process of finalizing a transition 
from ALS to basic-life-support 
(BLS) coverage at a board meet¬ 
ing the night before the closure, 
Williams said. 

"We had just barely enough 
left to make that last payroll," he 
said. 

Board members have argued 
the ambulance service didn't shut 
down because of its financial 
problems but because of its for¬ 
mer director, Stephen Wood. 

Wood allegedly ordered 
employees to go home and close 
the station on the night of May 
17, and then told the state EMS 


board about the closure, which 
caused the service to lose its 
license, according to board mem¬ 
bers. 

Board members also allege 
Wood failed to file proper paper¬ 
work concerning ambulance 
runs, which wound up delaying 
payment of tens of thousands of 
dollars to the rescue squad. 

Wood has been offered the 
opportunity to comment on the 
situation by The Interior Journal, 
but has not yet offered any pub¬ 
lic statements. 

Butler said Tuesday that there 
were multiple instances where 
McKinney Rescue Squad could 
not collect on bills it was owed 
for because of missing informa¬ 
tion on paperwork that Wood 
filled out. The missing pieces of 
information were often "little 
things," such as a 
billing code left 
empty or a name 
written down 
incompletely, he 
said. 

Butler's audit 
also lists an issue 
with unapproved 
employee raises. 
Nearly every 
employee of the 
rescue squad 
received a "sub¬ 
stantial" raise in 
early 2013, with 
some earning $3-$8 more per 
hour, Butler said. 

Those raises came at a time 
when the organization was 
already nearing insolvency, but 
there is no record of the board 
ever approving the raises, Butler 
said. 

"Stephen Wood did it all on his 
own and never told anybody," 
Williams said. "If the board had 
known about it, we would have 
went in the opposite direction." 

Butler said another issue was 
that Wood was signing off on his 
own time sheets — time sheets 
that included a notable amount of 
overtime. 

"No one knew what he was 
being paid," Butler said. "... It 
seems like he kind of operated 
without any oversight and 


nobody knew whether he was 
doing a good job or not." 

The audit shows McKinney 
was all but out of funds shortly 
after its doors closed. 

As of June 30, the rescue 
squad had $4,346 in cash, but 
$6,736 in payroll tax liabilities 
and $30,892 in unpaid bills. 

That's compared to July 1, 
2011, when the squad had 
$134,141 in cash, according to 
the audit. 

In the time since June 30, the 
countywide ambulance taxing 
district has given McKinney 
Rescue Squad $10,000, which 
the squad used to pay off its pay¬ 
roll tax liabilities and "make 
some small payments towards its 
outstanding accounts payable," 
according to the audit. 

Lincoln County Judge- 
Executive Jim Adams said based 
on his understanding of the situ¬ 
ation, it looks like the rescue 
squad is about $22,000 or 
$23,000 in the hole, currently. 

Board members still hope to 
receive approval for a certificate 
of need from the state, which 
will allow them to get a new 
license and begin operating in 
the McKinney area again. 

Butler recommended that 
board members should keep 
close tabs on their organization's 
financial activity going forward. 

"Sometimes your only internal 
control is board oversight and 
asking questions," he said. 
"When you see something you 
don't understand, just ask." 

Board members seemed to 
generally agree with that assess¬ 
ment. 

"We need to watch it closer 
and react quicker," board mem¬ 
ber Daryl McDonald said." 

The audit was commissioned 
by Lincoln County Fiscal Court 
in July for a maximum cost of 
$10,000. The fiscal court has no 
direct authority over McKinney 
Rescue Squad, which is one of 
five private ambulance services 
in Lincoln County, but the res¬ 
cue squad agreed to participate 
in order to clear up financial 
questions surrounding its clo¬ 
sure.

STANFORD — Art and 
music will be showcased 
Friday and Saturday at the 
14th Annual Stanford Art 
and Music Festival. One of 
those who will celebrate and 
be celebrated is a 100-year- 
old visual artist. 

Ernest Blanchet will have 
his works on display in the 
First Southern Community 
Art Center. He said he’s been 
sketching since he was a kid. 
He favors using oils. 

“You can wipe it off and 
start up again,” Blanchet 
said of his preferred medi¬ 
um. “You can’t do that with 


other stuff.” 

He also works in char¬ 
coals, including several 
sketches of clothed — he 
emphasized — women. 
Blanchet is planning on 
making a calendar with 
those sketches. 

He has a story to go along 
with each of his original 
works. One is of a woman in 
Spain on her way home from 
work. Another, “Silent 
Chimneys,” shows the 
Hudson River, a business 
where Blanchet used to 
work, and smokestacks. 
Reproductions of Degas and 
Van Gogh works also are in 
the mix. 

Blanchet, a Navy veteran, 


hasn’t created any new 
works in about five years. 
His wife, who died about six 
months ago, was suffering 
from Alzheimer’s. He plans 
on starting a Monet soon. 

“With painting, you have 
to have more than what you 
see,” Blanchet said thought¬ 
fully. “You’ve got to take 
your insides and put them 
(in) the painting. 

“When you’re painting, 
you’ve got to know when to 
quit (working on a particular 
piece). ... It’s not easy to be 
an artist.” 

The Stanford Art and 
Music Festival will feature a 
variety of tunes by an eclec¬ 
tic mix of bands; art to be 


seen, sold and made; and the 
popular rubber ducky race 
behind Coleman’s 

Drugstore. 

The 113th Army Band as 
well as several other groups 
will perform throughout the 
festival. Sheree Gilliam with 
Inter-County Energy will be 
the grand marshal of the 
parade, set for 1 p.m. 
Saturday. A cruise-in is set 
for about 5 p.m. Friday and 
Stanford Arts and Music 
Director Bob Swett said he 
hopes hundreds of motorcy¬ 
cles come out for it. 

Demos will be going on 
throughout the weekend,

STANFORD - The Lincoln 
County football team picked up its 
second straight win Friday night, but 
just barely. 

The Patriots earned their second 
“W” by edging past visiting Garrard 
County 27-25 at Death Valley in the 
29th meeting between the border 
rivals. 

Lincoln, which had rallied from a 
19-13 deficit to take a 27-19 lead in 
the fourth quarter, had to fend off a 
late charge by Garrard to claim the 
victory and hand the Golden Lions 
their third straight loss. 

“We knew it would be a war, it 
always is,” Lincoln coach Mike 
Settles said. “Our motto this year is 
The bottom line,’ and the bottom line 


is we want to make the plays to win, 
to have more desire than our oppo¬ 
nents. Tonight I feel like we did. Our 
kids made a lot of plays and it paid off 
for them.” 

No stranger to the rivalry, Garrard 
coach Mark Scenters said he also 
expected it to be a tough game. 

“It was an extremely hard-fought 
game on both sides. We knew to 
expect that. Two football teams the 
way that our teams are, we’re going to 


play hard against each other, we’re 
going to get after it,” he said. “The 
breaks just didn’t go our way tonight.

Lincoln (2-2) has won eight of the 
last nine games in the series and leads 
20-9 overall.

Soccer Patriots outshoot East Jessamine Jaguars 28-9 in 12th Region clash; finish in 2-2 tie

NICHOLASVILLE — 
The Lincoln County boys 
soccer team appeared poised 
for an easy win Tuesday by 
dominating host East 
Jessamine. 

But Lincoln did not win. 

The Patriots controlled the 
ball and created multiple 
scoring chances, outshooting 
the Jaguars 28-9. Lincoln 
earned seven corner kicks 
and outplayed its opponent 
for 80 minutes only to have 
the 12th Region game end in 
a 2-2 tie. 

“Hands down it was an 
80/20 night,” Lincoln coach 
Chaz Garcia said. “I don’t 
mean this rude or disrespect¬ 
ful, but they by no means 
played with us tonight. They 
just got two goals and I’m 
looking at my paper here and 
we’ve got 28 shots tonight, 
28 shots, and 22 of them on 
frame. I bet nine of them hit 
the crossbar and three of 
them hit the post. It just was¬ 
n’t our night to score.” 

Much of the play took 
place in front of Lincoln’s 
goal in the first half, but it 
was East Jessamine (2-5-4) 
striking first. Jordan 
McPherson got the Jaguars 
up on the scoreboard less 
than six minutes into the 
game, breaking free of 
Lincoln defenders and scor¬ 
ing from 5 yards out. 

The Patriots (3-4-2) trailed 
only briefly, with Hunter 


Faulkner tallying just two 
minutes later for a 1-1 tie. 
Action was fast and furious 
in front of goal as Lincoln 


tried to score before Blake 
Henderson crossed to 
Faulkner on the left side of 
goal and he punched the ball 


in past East Jessamine goal¬ 
keeper Brian Wood. 

For the rest of the half, it 
was all one-way traffic as 


Lincoln controlled the ball. 

The Patriots took several 
shots on goal, including 
shots that deflected off the 


crossbar and careened off the 
post. The Lincoln offense 
finally broke through with 
4:15 left in the half, with 
Carter Dunn crossing to 
Royce Cummins in front of 
goal for the finish and a 2-1 
halftime lead. 

East Jessamine began pos¬ 
sessing the ball better in the 
second half and it almost 
paid off 10 minutes into the 
half, when Dillon Blue loft¬ 
ed in a high shot to center. 
Lincoln goalkeeper Logan 
Young would deny Blue the 
score, though, deflecting the 
shot over the top of goal. 

But the Jaguars would slip 
in a shot on Young before 
time expired in the game. 
Isaiah Rocco took the corner 
kick from Blue and punched 
the ball into the top right cor¬ 
ner from 18 yards out to 
even the score at 2-all with 
17:18 to play. 

Garcia said that while 
Lincoln was the more domi¬ 
nant team, the lack of scor¬ 
ing allowed East Jessamine 
to stay in the game. 

“It’s a momentum thing,” 
he said. “As the clock’s run¬ 
ning down and we’re not 
scoring, it hurts our team 
which is playing well. For 
them, it helps because obvi¬ 
ously the team that’s beating 
them is not scoring.

And she managed a course 
she wasn’t all that familiar 
with. She lives less than an 
hour from Woodson Bend, 
but she said she hadn’t 
played there since the 
Women’s State Amateur was 
held there in 2002, and she 
said it is a much different 
course now than it was then.

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FARM FACTS

Many pasture fields require 
adding lime 


Most of our pasture 
fields need to have lime 
added for good production 
and high-quality grazing. 
Even the soils developed 
from limestone eventually 
become acidic, resulting in 
more weeds and the loss of 
legumes such as white 
clover. Most of our pas¬ 
tures are in rough shape 
and need to be improved 
come February. We need to 
get them ready now by soil 
testing and applying need¬ 
ed lime and fertilizer. 

It’s estimated that over 
half of the pasture fields in 
the state need lime. Recent 
summaries of soil tests con¬ 
ducted by the University of 
Kentucky show that about 
55 percent were at a pH of 
6.0 or below. Current U.K. 
Extension recommenda¬ 


tions are to apply lime to 
increase the pH to 6.4-6.8. 
A soil test is needed to be 
sure that a field needs lime 
and how much to apply. 
Soil samples can be taken 
at any time, but fall is the 
best time. The weather is 
usually good, the labs are 
not as busy as in the spring 
and it gives you time to 
apply fertilizer and lime at 
a less busy time for you. 

What to apply? Kentucky 
farmers are fortunate to 
have a good supply of 
ground agricultural lime¬ 
stone near most farms. This 
is nearly always the most 
economical and efficient 
type of liming material for 
pastures. If applied at the 
recommended rate, it 
should raise the pH to the 
desired level and keep it 


there for several years. If 
you apply regular quarry 
bulk lime, it will work well 
but remember you get more 
benefit if you put the lime 
on in the fall so it has time 
to break down and be ready 
for spring growth. Thus, 
there is no need to have to 
buy expensive finely 
ground or prilled limestone 
in the spring. 

When to apply? The 
answer to this question may 
be as simple as “anytime 
you can get the spreader 
over the field.” However, 
there may be some times 
that are better than others. 
For example is pastures 
which are to be renovated 
with legumes, such as red 
or white clover or alfalfa. 
In order to prepare for 
seeding these crops in late 
winter or early spring, lime 
should be applied in the 
fall. This allows time for it 
to dissolve and get the pH 
up to where it needs to be 
when the legumes are seed¬ 
ed. In general, fall is the 
best time to apply lime to 
pasture and hay fields as 
the lime breaks down over 
the winter and is ready to 
go to work to improve 
growth of your hay and 
pasture next spring. 

What are the benefits? In 
most cases, the main bene¬ 
fit of liming forage fields is 


improvement on legume 
establishment and growth. 
This results directly in 
higher yields due to nitro¬ 
gen fixation. This nitrogen 
fixation (as much as 100 to 
200 pounds per acre per 
year) benefits the grasses 
as well as the legumes. It 
also improves pasture and 
hay quality by increasing 
protein content and 
digestibility. An indirect 
benefit in many cases is 
fewer weeds in pastures 
due to better competition 
from grasses and legumes, 
making it difficult for 
weeds to get started. The 
biggest benefit is that hav¬ 
ing your pH lime levels 
right makes your fertilizer 
work better thus you get 
more growth and payback 
for the dollars you spend 
on fertilizer. 

So now you know that 
liming really improves 
pastures. Do your pastures 
need lime? Don’t guess, 
get a soil test and then 
apply the lime and fertiliz¬ 
er you need to get good 
pasture production. The 
Lincoln County U.K. 
Extension Office is provid¬ 
ing free soil sampling from 
now to the end of the year. 
There is no cost to you or 
your dealers, so take 
advantage of this service 
now.
